under the circumstances.

A constitutional amendment to limit state and local 
spending appeared well on its way to winning a place 
on the June 1980 ballot as the signature count for the 
popularly clrculateii initiative approached the 400,000 mark 
November 14. 

Sponsored by Proposition 13 co-author Paul Gajin, 
together with state business and agriculture organiza¬ 
tions, live amendment would limit state and local expendi¬ 
tures to prior-year expenditures adjusted for the growth 
In population and inflation. 

Under the aegis of Gann’s "Spirit of 13, Inc.,’ poli¬ 
tical public relations veteran Bill Roberts sought to gather 
499,946 valid signatures in a single day. November 7. As 
of November 14, 378.000 signatures had either been de¬ 
posited at the Spirit of 13 headquarters in Santa Monica 
or were In the liands of county chairmen around the state. 

Over 300,000 slgatures alone had been gathered by 
California Association of Realtors volunteers working 100 
feet away from polling places around the state on elec¬ 
tion day. Another 17,000 signatures had been turned in 
by volunteer groups and paid civic or fraternal groups, 
according to Pat Stitzenberger, the person in charge of 
the Spirit of 13 tabulating headquarters in Santa Monica. 
Homeowner and taxpayer groups, she said, had delivered 
12,000 signatures as of November 14. while approximately 
24,000 had been mailed In by various other groups ami 
individuals. 

Organizers were working against a budget deadline 
of November 15. but a spokesman for Roberts’ Dolphin 
Group emphasized that petitions receiverl after that date 
would be processed. 'The legal deadline for qualifying the 
initiative for the June 1980 ballot is March 19, 1979. 

Volunteer signature-gatherers, seeking signatures from 
voters as thej- left their polling places, reported few in¬ 
cidents despite the unprecedented nature of the election 
day effort. ‘‘Aside from being driven away from the polls 
by firemen In Orange County, our people encountered few 
problems," said Martin Dyer, a Dolphin Group as.soclate.
